CLOVERS FOR MEADOWS AND PASTURES 


Alsike—Is recommended both for sowing with Timothy 
and also with the Red and Mammoth Clovers, as well 
as a hay crop by itself. It does not winter-kill. The 
use of Alsike Clover is increasing rapidly; cattle prefer 
it to other clovers. It is very fine for honey bees. Sow 
at the rate of six or eight pounds per acre; sown in mix- 
tures, } or 6 pounds per acre is sufficient.

5. Keep young plants well irrigated. 

6. Do not graze the first year until mid-July or later. 

7. Avoid overgrazing by dividing pasture land into 
several practical sections and follow a rotation sys- 
tem of grazing. 

8. Pastures should be fertilized with from 100 to 150 
pounds of phosphate per acre every other year and 
10 tons of manure per acre every third year. 

9. Pastures should be harrowed both ways in early 
spring and late fall when droppings are soaked to 
prevent bunching of unpalatable forage the next 
year. 

10. When bunches of unpalatable forage and weeds ap- 
pear, pastures should be clipped with a mower. 

11. Properly irrigated pastures need not consume more 
water than other irrigated crops.

Smooth Brome Grass (Bromus Inermis) 

This is one of the outstanding grasses for the Intermoun- 
tain area, being well adapted to arid regions where rainfall 
is relatively low. It is the most palatable of all the import- 
ant grasses, even surpassing the well-known Kentucky Blue 
Grass in this respect. Smooth Brome is a long-lived peren- 
nial with numerous creeping root stalks which form a dense 
heavy sod, making it capable of standing much abuse as a 
pasture grass. In areas where the annual rainfall is 15 
inches or where irrigation is possible, brome is preferable 
to other forage grasses. Brome thrives especially well on 
a rich, loamy soil; but in the wild state it grows in dry, 
gravelly soils, or even in pure sand. Recent experiments 
have shown it to succeed in alkali soils. Its wide range of 
soil and moisture adaptabilities, together with its palata- 
bility and extreme winter hardiness makes it one of our 
most valuable grasses. The stems attain a height of from 
two to three feet. Two cuttings of hay are most generally 
obtained in a season, yields ranging from one to four tons 
per acre. After the third or fourth year Brome often be- 
comes sod bound. This condition may be overcome by 
disking or shallow plowing. Brome can be sown either in 
Spring or Fall, preferably on a well prepared, firm seedbed 
at the rate of 10 to 20 pounds per acre. Drilling is prefer- 
able to broadcasting, wherever possible. 


Poa Bulbosa (Bulbous Bluegrass) 


A perennial grass which is one of the earliest available 
for pasturage. It makes excellent pasture either alone or 
when sown with alfalfa.

Crested Wheat Grass (Agropyron cristatum )

ability to grow at lower temperatures. As a hay crop, it is 
very highly nutritious and palatable, stands well under 
grazing and as a seed crop yields average from 200 to 500 
pounds per acre under dry land conditions.

Slender Wheat is similar in many respects 
to Crested Wheat. It is recommended for pastures in can- 
yons or flats, succeeding exceptionally well at high eleva- 
tions. It grows in dry, arid sections, producing numerous 
slender, erect stems, two to four feet high, with narrow, 
flat leaves. Sow either Fall or Spring at the rate of 5 to 15 
pounds per acre. 


Western W heat Grass 


Western Wheat Grass is a native long-lived perennial 
grass which is found on most of our natural ranges. The 
entire plant of Western Wheat is blue-green in color. It 
is erect in growth and forms firm, solid turf even where 
moisture is limited. Its heavy spreading root system makes 
it a most valuable plant for erosion control. As forage, it 
is grazed with relish throughout the year by all classes of 
livestock. The leafage, while rather rigid, is never coarse, 
and sheep as well as cattle and horses graze it closely. Its 
highly nutritious herbage remains green and succulent until 
the arrival of killing frosts. Western Wheat grows in a 
great variety of soils, including alkali land, withstanding 
drought unusually well. Reproduction by creeping root 
stalks is vigorous and abundant when the plant is strong 
physiologically. Under many conditions excellent crops of 
hay are cut. Sow either Spring or Fall at the rate of 10 to 
15 pounds per acre.

GRASS SEED—For Range, Meadow and Pasture 


Kentucky Blue Grass—One of the best pasture grasses. It 
begins growth early and remains green very late in the 
fall. It is extremely resistant to cold. Kentucky Biue 
Grass does best on well drained loams and clay soils rich 
in humus. Sow 30 pounds per acre. 

Meadow Fescue—An excellent grass for pasturage when 
planted alone or in combination with other grasses and 
clovers. It is a tufted, deep rooted, long-lived perennial, 
growing to a height of 15 to 30 inches. The leaves are 
bright green and very succulent, supplying palatable 
forage from early spring until late in the fall. It thrives 
over a wide range of conditions, adapting itself to both 
wet and dry soils. On wet, alkali soils, few grasses are 
equal to Meadow Fescue. As a hay crop it will yield 
an average of two tons per acre. Sow either in the 
Spring or Fall at the rate of 20 to 30 pounds per acre. 

Orchard Grass (Dactylis glomerata)—This is a very early 
pasture grass, furnishing feed at least three weeks before 
most other grasses. Even after close grazing, a ten-day 
interval is sufficient for another growth. It makes a 
heavy sod and gives splendid pasture until late in the 
Fall. Withstands drought and is very hardy; well suited 

- for shaded places such as in orchards or groves. It grows 
in tufts and can be sown, if desired, with Red Clover and 
Alfalfa. When planted alone, sow at the rate of 20-25 
pounds per acre. 

Perennial Rye Grass—This is a most desirable grass for 
pastures. Its chief value being as an ingredient of perma- 
nent pasture mixtures. It forms a close, heavy sod and 
recovers quickly after being grazed. The value of this 
grass on alkali soils cannot be overemphasized. Peren- 
nial rye attains a height of 11/2 to 2 feet, the blades are 
narrow, the under surface having a bright glossy green 
which gives an attractive appearance to the grass. It is 
a rapid grower, establishing itself very quickly. When 
used for hay, it should be cut in the full-bloom stage. 
When seeded alone, sow at the rate of 20 to 25 pounds 
per acre in a well prepared, firm seedbed. 


Mountain Brome (Bromus Marginatus) 

Is a stout perennial bunchgrass, very common between 
the altitudes of about 5,000 and 10,000 feet. It has a very 
wide range of soil adaptations, varying from fairly moist 
loamy soils, where the best growth is made, to fairly dry, 
gravelly soils. Mountain Brome grass, when young, is 
grazed closely by all classes of livestock. Where it can be 
cut for hay, it makes a very fine feed for horses and cattle. 

It is an exceptional grass for the reclamation of land 
inaccessible to farm machinery, as good stands may be ob- 
tained by broadcasting on areas where seedbed preparation 
is not possible. Sow either Spring or Fall at the rate of 10 
to 20 pounds per acre.

Reed Canary Grass (Phalaris arundinacea)—This 1s a valu 
able high-yielding forage plant which is naturally adapted 
to grow on low, wet lands. As a permanent source of 
high quality hay and good pasturage, this crop is a valu 
able contribution to many farms in our area. For hay, 
cut as soon as the head begins to appear. Two or three 
crops of hay and some fall pasture may be obtained by 
such a practice. Everyone with moist and boggy soils 
should give this excellent grass a trial. Sow it at the rate 
of 5 to 6 pounds per acre, broadcast and in drill, 2 to 3 
pounds per acre in 16 to 18 inch rows. 


Red Top—A valuable grass for moist soils. It makes a 
good permanent stand and is well adapted to pastures. It 
has been grown very successfully even on alkali and bot- 
tom land where many other grasses have failed. It is used 
also as a lawn grass as it makes a fine stem and good 
turf. Sow 15-25 pounds per acre. 


Tall Meadow Oat Grass—lIs a long-lived, deep-rooted per- 
rennial bunch grass, fairly drought-resistant and produces 
an abundance of forage early in the spring. The forage 
is somewhat coarse and less palatable than most other 
grasses listed here, but it is easily started and holds much 
promise as a pasture grass on our arid lands. 


Timothy—Of hay grasses, Timothy leads all. Thrives on 
clay or heavy loams, wet or boggy soils, or in mountain- 
ous districts. At higher elevations where fewer grasses 
and clovers are adaptable, Timothy is the most important 
hay and pasture crop. Alone, sow 12 pounds to the acre, 
or with clover, 10 pounds Timothy and 6 pounds clover 


Western Alkali Grass—This grass will make your alkali 
lands productive. We have reports from growers stating 
it has produced, on alkali ground, useless for other crops, 
yields equal to that of Timothy grown on first class 
Timothy land. It will stand an unlimited amount of 
water in the spring and has successfully resisted severe 
drought. Seeding can be made beginning in September 
and continuing as long as snow covers the ground in the 
spring. Sow 2 pounds per acre for meadow or pasture

Classification and Hardiness

and given frost-proof storage during winter. 

g—Vines, shrubs, or trees that are hardy everywhere. (In- 
cluding higher altitudes.) 

h—Vines, shrubs, or trees that are hardy in the Salt Lake 
Valley but need winter protection in higher altitudes 
and colder sections. 

i—Vines, shrubs or trees that need slight winter pro- 
tection or sheltered situation in Salt Lake Valley and 
not recommended for colder areas.

j—Very adaptable—does well in full sun to part shade and 
any good average soil condition. 

k—Likes full sun. 

I—Will tolerate full shade. 

m—Does well in dry situations.

Seed Planting Information 

How Deep—the proper depth is very important. As a 
general rule, large seeds should be covered 4 or 5 times 
their diameter, medium and small seeds accordingly. Very 
fine seeds should be merely pressed into the soil, firming 
the soil well over them. Soil should always be well pul- 
verized to receive the seed and kept thoroughly moist after 
seed has been planted. 

G—Sow seed where plants are to grow in early spring or 
late fall just before the ground freezes. 

H—Sow seed where plants are to grow in middle or late 
spring; past frost danger when plants appear above 
ground. 

I—Sow seed for succession during spring and early 
summer. 

J—Sow seed in early spring, mid-summer, or fall in well- 
prepared bed and transplant seedlings where they are 
to grow. 

K—Sow inside in flats, pots, or boxes in later winter or 
early spring, transplant to the garden when frost 
danger is over. 

L—Sow in hotbed or cold frame in early spring. 

M—Seed needs chilling before proper germination can be 
secured. Sow, therefore, in late fall in beds or open 
ground.

N—Of easiest culture for the beginner and does well in 
the average garden soil. . 

O—Tolerant of alkaline soils.
